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Nixon Says Kennedy 
Imperiled Security

^ WASHINGTON, March 19- 
r Richard M. Nixon has charged 
in a. new book that President. 
Kennedy endangered security 
restrictions ^ in 1960 with his j 
campaign call for intervention] 
in Cuba. ^ i 

Mr. Nixon, who was then the 
Vice President and the. Repub- 
lican candidate for President, 
wrote that Mr/- Kennedy had 
ibecn given a .secret intelligrence 
briefing in‘ wBch'Jie wa.a.'. told 
Uiat the Eisenhower. Adniinis- 
tration was training Cuban ex- 
ile.s for an invasion' oFpuba. '

“Kennedy Wa.s not public ad- ^ 
vocating what was already the, 
policy of the American govern- 
ment -- covertly ■ and Kenne- 
dy had been .so informed," Mr. 
Nixon wrote. | 

In addition, he said in a long I 
chapter devoted to the I960! 
.campaign, “Kennedy wa.s en- 
dangei'ing the security of the 
whole operation bv his public 
-statement." 


“The covert training of Cuban 
exiles as well a.s the new overt 
quarantine on policy were pro- 
grams due, in .substantial part 
at least,, to my efforts." 

In the television debate, Mr. 
Nixon called Mr. Kennedy’s pro- 
posals of intervention “the mo.st 
dangerously irr'espon.siblc reco- 
mmendations that he'.s made 
tlie course of, the cam- 
,'Paigri, and added that if they 
j were to be followed : ^ ■ 

"We woutd lose all of our 
.friends in Latin America, we 
.would probably be condemned 
m the United Nations and wo 
.would not •accomplish our ob- 
ijective . . . It would be an open 
j invitation for Mr. Khrushchov 
1 ... to come into Latin America 
and to engage us in what would 
be a civil war and ncssibly even 
worse than that." 

Mr. Nixon described the po- 
litical effect of this stand a.s 
follows : 

“I was in the ironic position, 
of appearing to be ‘.sober’ on 
Castro than Kennedy - which ; 
was exactly the o|)posito of the' 
truth, if only the whole record 
could be di.sclo.scd."

Mr. Nixon wrote that after 
.meeting Fidel Castro in Wash- 
ington in Api'il, 1959, he had 
' .started advocating strong meas- 
iurcs iigainst him because ho 
.was “cither incredibly naive 
about communism or under 
Communist discipline." 

By early 1960, “the position I 
had been advocating' for nine 
month.s prevailed," ho .s,airl, and 
Uie program of training and

’Thi.s accouiTp»4«f’»«B!!l^ of the 

highlight-s of "Six Crises,” 
which .also includes detailed ac- 
count.s ot the Alger Hiss case, 
the political fund incident that 
Eudangerod Mr. Nixon’s Vicc- 
Presidontial candidacy in 1952, 
his trip.s to South America and 
to the Soviet Union, and the 
I problems prc.scntod to him by 
former Pre.sident Eisenhower's 
.several ma.ior illnesses. 

In his account of the 1960 
campaign, Mr, Nixon spoke 
.sharply nf Mr. Kennedy at .sev- 
eral points. For in.stance, he 
wrote that a Demo,:ratic effort 
was made through President 
Eisenhower to get Mr. Nixon 
to “la.v (IlT' the issue of Que- 
mo.v and M.iisu, 

Mr. Kennedy, he said, found 
him.soJi' getting the worst of it 
on this issue after he took the 
po.suioa in a television debate 
that defense of the offshore is- 
lands generally .should be less- 
ened, to I'eniuve one danger of 
war in thv Formo.s,s. .Strait. 


Mr. Nixon, now a Republican 
candidate for Governor of Cali- 
fornia, added: 

"For the first and only time 
m the campaign, I got liiad at 
Kennedy — - personally.” 

Took Opposite Side 
Despite that, he wrote, “The 
was only one thing I could do. 
The covert operation had to be 
protected at all costs. I mast, 
not even .suggest by Implica- 
tion that the United States was ; 
rendering aid to rebel forces in 
and out of Cuba. In fact, I must' 
go to the other extreme: I ' 
must attack the Kennedy pro- ' 
posal lo provide .such aid as 
wrong and irresponsible bccaus 
it would violate our treaty com- 
mitments.” 

Thi.s Mr. Nixon proceed to do 
in his fourth television debate 
.with Mr. Kennedy, despite the 
fact that according to his book. 
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
